When pressing a silk blouse and cotton pants, one 
must adjust the iron's heat for the different materials. 
Similarly, Valparaiso High School underwent changes 
that brought about the most dramatic adjustments since 
the current facility was built in 1973. 

With a record enrollment of 2012, came additions 
and renovations to the 20-year old building. 

Expansion was completed in September. The $20 
million project accommodated the growth in students 
with the supplement of 60 classrooms, 2500 lockers, a 
bigger kitchen and increased dining space, 500 parking 
spaces, and two courtyards. 

While a new principal and associate principal 
regulated the school, two assistant principals were 
responsible for students' discipline--one for freshmen 
and sophomores, and the other for juniors and seniors. 

Ten teachers also joined the staff in order to 
accommodate the growing environment. 

With the larger cafeteria, three lunch hours were 
sufficient, eliminating the split classes. 

As various materials need different heat levels, the 
transition to a larger school called for changes in many 
respects. We had to work together to succeed in

TO GIVE COUNTY officials more space, a new Porter 
County Administration Center was constructed on the 
corner of Indiana and Washington streets. The $7 mil- 
lion project allowed more parking space, and confer- 
ence rooms to the Porter County Government Depart- 
ments. 
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Each November, the entire U.S. population is struck 
with Christmas fever.

Because better location was needed for the growing 
population on the north side, a fire station was built on 
Vale Park Road to replace the Evans Avenue station. 

Also constructed to accommodate incoming residents 
were Westwind Village Apartments, Keystone 
Commons, and Lakepointe Gardens. These will provide 
a variety of housing, including condominiums, duplex 
units, and apartments. Westwind plans to offer 
conveniences uncharacteristic of apartments, such as 
washer and dryer sets, and fireplaces.

“Nobody understands me!” 

Almost every teenager said or thought these three words, and for some it was 
a favorite phrase. Understanding each other was often very difficult, but it was 
something everyone learned to do. Several classes tried to improve under- 
standing between people by teaching students to communicate better. 

Many forms of communication were important, but the one most often 
neglected was listening. 

“My speech teachers focused almost as much on listening to other students’ 
speeches as giving our own. I know I feel a lot more confident and less frus- 
trated when I feel like people are listening to me,” junior Jen Niksch said. 

In a work situation, listening played a key role. Students taking business 
courses learned the importance of paying attention and improved their work 
habits and their chances of keeping their job. 

“Listening, for an employee, keeps a company in terms of satisfying the cus- 
tomer,” business teacher Vella Anderson said. “They need to listen to their 
boss, learn the procedures correctly, and understand about the product or ser- 
vice they are selling so they can do their job well.” 

On the opposite end of communication, sometimes responding and trying to 
get a point across was very difficult. 

Director of theater and speech teacher Alice Ganibel said knowledge played 
a big role in that problem. “A lot of students don’t know what they think; they 
go via what they heard and really don’t know the background of something,” 
Ganibel said. 

Research was required for some of the speeches assigned, helping students 
learn to understand what it was that they were trying to say r before they said it. 

Nervousness was also a problem well known to students who had to give 
speeches in front of others. English-Speech, a required class, gave students the 
opportunity to practice giving speeches so that they were more relaxed when 
speaking and could focus better on what they were trying to say. 

"The action of getting up and talking before a group makes you more aware 
and more comfortable each time you do it,” Ganibel said. 

Niksch agreed. “Every speech I do I feel a little less nervous. I think people 
get nervous just because they’re not used to it. Now its not a scary thing for me 
to do. Everyone else has to do the same thing, so it’s not that big of a deal.” 

Feeling you are among friends made communication seem easy. It could be 
much more difficult, though, when surrounded by millions of strangers who 
don’t speak English. A trip to Mexico during the 1993 summer and a trip to 
France in March 1994 offered sophomore, junior, and senior Spanish and 
French students the opportunity to put the knowledge they had gained in the 
classroom to use in real-life situations.

Sometimes these items work, but their effects are usually temporary. How- 
ever, the skills that students learned during their classes last a life time. 

Some teens tried to increase their self-worth through Quest, a class that 
teaches skills for living. 

Instructor Dale Ciciora taught that happiness is left up to the individual. 

“You’re responsible for your own happiness,” said Ciciora, “as Abraham 
Lincoln once said: ‘you’re about as happy as you make your mind to be’.” 

Quest taught students to participate in life and not just exist. 

Ciciora helped adolescents by teaching self-esteem, control, and bettered 
their self-image. Yet, Quest also gave students a more positive outlook on a 
continuously changing life. 

“It’s made me a more positive person who likes life a little more,” junior 
Matt Erman said. 

Swimming was another class that helped students to improve themselves and 
develop a life-time skill. 

Individuals gained a sense of accomplishment “especially if the students 
couldn’t swim at all,” according to swimming instructor Lori Cook. 

Discipline and teamwork were other abilities the students learned during the 
course which was required for graduation. 

Students who took Child Development and Parenthood Education gained a 
better understanding of how to handle the physical, emotional, and intellectual 
development of their own children in the future. The courses were designed to 
explore the stages of a child’s development from conception through 
preschool, and how to be a successful parent. 

Jane Foreman, instructor of Consumer Education and Orientation to the 
World of Work class, said she tried to instill students with a sense of simple 
business skills and career directions. 

Through hands-on experiences the students learned how to manage 
resources in order to develop a satisfying lifestyle. Finding job satisfaction, 
reaching personal goals and career goals, and becoming a successful, working 
member of society were other talents the students mastered.

A major misconception of high school is that students memorize facts to pass 
a test, but forget everything weeks after the final exam. However, according to 
several teachers and students, high school is the foundation on which all analy- 
sis is built. 

“High school gives knowledge of a basic interpretation of the world. The 
critical thinking process translates the world to high school students as they 
enter adulthood,” English teacher Cheryn Drake said. 

English courses helped with factual and logical skills that were not based on 
emotions. For example, abortion, a highly controversial topic, was one area 
where teachers helped students write unbiased papers. 

One aspect of writing was to put thoughts in a logical order instead of an 
emotionally based outline, according to Judy Lebryk, English teacher. 

Using the best possible solution from a sea of possibilities enhanced a stu- 
dent’s ability for excellence. 

“Choosing the best possible answer from a bank of ideas is key to solving 
problems. Problem solving is used to decipher different aspects of school,” art 
teacher Marilyn Hanson said. 

Problem solving was also key to the curriculum in the math department. 
Using problems that were applicable showed students that math enters every 
avenue of life. 

“In geometry, we learned that proofs and logic make the answer and not 
assumptions,” sophomore Elizabeth Marsch said. 

Causing students to examine every loophole in their argument, social studies 
teacher Anne Baker intentionally took the opposing view which led to intense 
classroom debates. 

“Being able to listen to both sides of an argument and thinking about what 
was said opens my mind and lets me choose which side to agree with. Having an 
open mind is better than being ignorant to what the other side had to say,” 
sophomore Ander Schreiner said. 

School was instrumental in helping to make decisions as well as other life 
skills. 

“School has taught me the power of deadlines which helps to organize my 
tune and priorities. It’s easier to get things done ahead of time then I have 
more time to do fun things,” sophomore Julie Harvey said. 

School has also taught how to work with people and have meaningful con- 
versations. 

“I’ve learned to interact with people better, learned how to compromise and 
practice deductive thinking,” senior Brandon Mosely said. 

Teaching students fundamental tasks which will be helpful in the near future, 
is school’s primary goal. 

“Working in the bookstore has helped with communication skills, how to 
deal with students, and how to operate a cash register,” junior Dave Furlin 
said.

With a little imagination and hard work, what was just a dream became a 
reality when students got the chance to create and experience life first-hand. 

Art Foundations, a prerequisite for all other art classes, was designed to give 
students hands-on experience in the many areas of visual arts, including draw- 
ing, painting, print making, and sculpture. Art Foundations instructor Carol 
Jones said, “These experiences exposed art students to many different tech- 
niques and provided them with the opportunity to work with different media.” 

During Kurt Anderson’s Jewelry class, students learned to complete a 
process in which pieces of jewelry were first carved in wax, then invested in 
plaster, and finally cast in semi-precious metals. 

In both Photography I and II classes, basically all the activities were hands- 
on, according to photography teacher Linda Mallot. 

“After learning the basics as a group, the students carried out various shoot- 
ing assignments by repeating the process of working a camera, loading and 
developing film, enlarging, and dry mounting photos,” Mallot said. 

Through Introduction to Communications, students experienced a variety of 
activities that helped them gain an understanding of different ways of expres- 
sion. Students created simple electronic currents, a telegraph system, logos, 
and both an audio and video tape. 

During the year, students in Introduction to Construction designed every- 
thing from bookends to dog houses that had rafters and insulation. 

Senior Matt Blaschke, who took four years of Industrial Technology classes, 
said “The classes have acquainted me with many different industrial tools and 
helped me with being an electrician’s assistant.” 

Instructor Jim Genovese, who has taught technology classes for 14 years, 
said “Hands-on classes, deal more with the real world. They give students a 
chance to find more than one solution to a problem.” 

In Constructing Structures, classes poured concrete columns, erected steel 
structures, laid a brick and block wall, and designed a bridge for the Nature 
Center. Students also made a topographical map anti built a storage shed. 

Introduction to Transportation taught students to build mouse trap cars and 
land vehicles that moved two eggs from one table to another table that was 
three feet away. Also, students designed a monorail vehicle, a wind generator, 
boat hulls, hot air balloons, model rockets, and rubber hand powered air- 
planes. 

By using their hands and minds students created and built projects that were 
at first just plans on a piece of paper. Through hard work, determination, and 
guidance from teachers, students made their ideas and inventions become a 
reality.

Stage fright like any phobia needs to be overcome. Choir students overcame 
stage fright by performing every day in class, and at concerts and contests 
throughout the year. 

“At first I was scared to get up on stage, but after a while I got used to it and 
even started liking it,” senior John Evans said. 

Because students in Varsity Singers attended a two-week summer camp 
where they learned routines and started choreography, stage fright was almost 
nonexistent. 

Varsity Singers practiced after school until 4 p.m. on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days, reviewing dance routines and learning songs for civic performances 
which ranged from Kiwanis club meetings to church Christmas Cantatas. 

During June 1994, Varsity Singers went on a 13-day trip to Germany and 
France for the 50th anniversary of the Normandy invasion where they will rep- 
resent Indiana. 

“We performed five or six times while in Europe. One in France, another in 
Hamburg, Germany and several other places as well,” Linda Springer, choir 
director, said. 

Fund raisers for this trip included a discount card for various local mer- 
chants, the Spring Concert which took place on May 18, and packed the house 
with approximately 150 people.

Superstar accused of molestation 

In 1983, he told us to "Beat It." But instead of 'sending people 
away,' Michael Jackson became even more popular. As a 
member of the Jackson 5 throughout the late 60's and the early 
70's, Jackson had already achieved more than many other 
singers at age 11. 

Like all celebrities, Jackson thrived on attention, and 
constantly received it. Last August, he once again attracted 
worldwide attention however, instead of being in the news 
because his latest album became one of the top selling of all 
time, or because he was about to launch a new world tour, his 
career was put into jeopardy after a 13-year old boy accused 
him of sexual molestation. 

Word of the charges came to Jackson while he was in 
Thailand, a stop on his "Dangerous" world tour. Though 
surprising to some, Thai fans willingly believed his claims of 
innocence, and brought banners, flowers, and stuffed animals 
to his hotel, as a show of their support to him. 

Jackson then proceeded to cancel several concerts, and 
eventually the entire tour, claiming that he was addicted to 
pain killers. In early November, a videotape of Jackson 
declaring his innocence was broadcast, and was followed by 
support from most of his family. 

While the allegations somewhat smeared his reputation, they 
also created more unrest between family members. Jackson 
and his brother Jermaine reconciled, but their sister LaToya 
continued to create controversy. 

After expressing her support for Jackson a few days after the 
charges were made, she immediately retorted the next week, 
claiming that he was, in fact, guilty of sexually molesting 
young boys. 

The ordeal ultimately ended in what could be regarded as a 
victory for Jackson. Civil charges were dropped by the boy 
(whose identity was never revealed), after his family received a 
$20 million settlement from Jackson. 

Known for years as the "Peter Pan of music," people 
wondered if Michael Jackson was actually capable of 
molesting the young children whom he had made it a moral 
obligation to help and entertain.

Sunny California: 

□ isasfers 

For many, CALIFORNIA represents big-city life of Los 
Angeles, the glitz of Hollywood, sunny beaches, and 
"surfer dudes." 

However, although it was one of the most liked places to 
live, millions throughout the world found themselves 
lucky not to be there due to two disasters occurring within 
four months of each other. 

Twenty-six fires swept the Southern California area from 
October 26-November 4, killing four people. Called the 
worst wild fires in California since 1980, they also injured 
200 people, destroyed 1150 homes, and burned over 
200,000 acres of land— a total of at least $1 billion in 
damages. 

Authorities said the fires were set by arsonists, and 
offered a $250,000 reward for any information leading to 
the arrest of the arsonists. 

It was eventually discovered that 
the fires were the result of a fire that 
was set by a transient for warmth, 
and went out of control. 

While Southern California 
residents were trying to rehound 
from the wildfires, they were 
awakened early on the morning of 
January 17 by an earthquake. 

Measuring 6.6 on the Richter 
scale, the quake claimed 61 lives, 
and damages were estimated to be in 
the neighborhood of $30 billion. 

Water supply and electricity were 
cut off to 500,000 residents in the 
San Fernando Valley and Los 
Angeles County areas. In addition, 

California's major north-south 
highway collapsed, killing two 
policemen. 

Approximately 100 aftershocks 
also struck the Los Angeles areas 
during the week following the 
earthquake.

Carrying 206 people, the 
Amtrak train was on the last 
leg of its trip from Los Angeles 
to Miami when it fell off a 
bridge into the bayou beneath 
it in Mobile. Alabama on the 
morning of September 22. 

All three engines and four of 
eight cars went off the bridge; 
one car was completely 
submerged in water about 16 
feet deep. 

It was later discovered that a 
barge had struck and 
weakened the bridge shortly 
before the wreck, which killed 
47 people, making it the 
deadliest wreck in Amtrak's 23 
year history.

“At halftime, we were losing 14-0, but 
we made a strong comeback in the second 
half and won,” said Renn. 

He also agreed that the victory over 


Merrillville was definitely a proud moment 
for the team. 

Even with all these thrills, both coaches 
said that being DAC Champs topped every- 
thing else. 

Players on the team made their best 
effort to fly their kite as high as possible, 
and winning the DAC showed their success. 

“Hopefully our future teams will follow 
the work ethic of this team. They achieved 
a lot this season,” Renn said. 

Awards at the end of the season were 
given to Tim Bishop for MVP and Most 
Valuable Offensive Player, Paul Szotek 
received Most Valuable Defensive Player, 
Erik Makowiecki had the most tackles. 
Most Valuable Specialty Player was Ben 
Wagner, Tom Magnetti was the Most Valu- 
able Scout Player, and Kris Brletich 
received the Kelly Gott Mental Attitude 
Award. 
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Forecasts of “change” were made during 
the 1992 presidential campaign; however, 
things seem to l»e stalled by the re-adjustment 
of a new administration in power. Even 
though the girls’ swimming and diving team 
changes yearly, it has established a competi- 
tive dominance by consecutively returning to 
post-season meets. With an unblemished 1 3-0 
overall and 6-0 DAC record, the girls repeat- 
ed as sectional and conference champions, 
and placed third at the State meet.

“We were suc- 
cessful this year because we had a lot of team 
spirit. We all supported each other and had a 
desire to continue our winning streak. Having 
lost many of last year’s swimmers and divers, 


we needed to put forth 110 percent and I 
think we did,” senior diver Amanda Beckwith 
said. 

Even though the team focused on being a 
single unit, the end-of-the-year honors were 
awarded to several team members: senior 
Molly Erman, MVP; junior Sarah Ilites, Men- 
tal Attitude; sophomore Nikki Lively, Most 
Improved Swimmer; freshman Kelly 
Stankiewicz, Most Improved Diver; and 
senior Jamie Jeppesen, Workhorse Award. 

While the team possessed a seriousness to 
perform well, the overall goal was to have full. 

“Competition was important, but if the 
team was not made up of people who worked 
well together, fun would not be possible,” 
senior co-captain Molly Erman said. 

After early morning practices, breakfasts 
were often provided by team parents to fuel 
the girls for the day ahead. Also, to prepare 
mentally for important meets and contests, 
the team got together at members’ homes for 
pasta parties. 

Seeking the challenge of competition, prac- 
ticing many hard hours, and striving for per- 
fection, the girls were determined not to end 
up like politicians of “change,” but instead, 
they pressed forward to a most impressive 
season of action.

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On November 24, as the 

boys' varsity basketball team 
stepped out on the court to 
begin the season against 
Boone Grove, players and 
coaches had no idea that 
they were about to embark 
on an incredible season- 
one that would go down as 
the best in school history. 

As in any other year, 
sights were set on winning 
DAC and Sectional titles.

Winning 28 
consecutive games broke the 
previous record of 17, set by 
the 1915 Vikings. 

Also, the Vikcs were the 
first to be ranked #1 in the 
state and compete at the 
Hoosier Dome for the state 
championship.

wins were relatively easy, 

with 100-46 and 81-68 
victories in the respective 
finals. The first real test for 
the top ranked teams, 
however, was Semi-State. 

Facing East Chicago in the 
final, the Vikings survived 
what was called the most 
exciting game Indiana high- 
school basketball history. 

In the fourth overtime, 
East Chicago led by one 
point with 2.7 seconds 
remaining. Senior Tim 
Bishop made "the shot" to 
clinch a Final Four berth, 
narrowly edging them 83- 
82. After defeating Ben Davis 
83-68 on Saturday, March 
26, the Vikcs lost the state 
title to South Bend Clay 93- 
88 in an overtime 
hcartbrcakcr. 

"It (Semi-State) was 
unbelievable. God answered 
our prayers, and we were 
just lucky to win," Drew 
said. "State was a great 
experience. We would have 
liked to have won State, but 
we wouldn't trade the 
experience for anything."

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Even with success beyond anyone's wildest dreams, 
senior Bryce Drew still had the modesty and politeness 
that originally made him a popular, well-liked person. 

Winning "Mr. Basketball" was probably Drew's most 
impressive individual achievement He captured two- 
thirds of the votes cast by coaches and reporters in 
Indiana, to become the 59th Mr. Basketball. 

A four-year varsity starter. Drew set a single season 
school record, with 716 points, and just missed '82 
grad Roger Harden’s 1590 overall record by 13.

However, Angie Cook's primary goal in her high 
school gymnastics career was not individual success, 
but winning a state title with her team. 

"Winning All-Around was great, but the team 
championship was more important," Cook said. "I was 
satisfied with everything. My goal was to win a state 
team title, but it would be nice to win more." 
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Number one state rankings 
for four consecutive years, two 
state championship and a 
runner-up title have been the 
indications of the tradition of 
excellence in gymnastics begun 
in 1991. 

Ranked #1 for most of the 
season, the gymnastics team 
lost its only competition all 
season long to Fort Wayne's 
Bishop Dwcnger in January.

After winning the third state championship in 
school history, the gymnastics team has earned 
the respect of not only the rugged Duneland 
Conference, hut the rest of the state as well. 

Ilie Lady Viking gymnasts finished the reg- 
ular season with an 8-0 record in the dual meet 
competition. This was the 16th straight dual 
meet victory for the team. 

A third state title (previous titles were in 
1981 suul 1991) did not come easy, however, 
according to Lori Cook, head coach for 19 
years. 

The Duneland Conference provided the 
competition and mental preparation needed to 
capture state. 

The Valparaiso sectional was not easy 
either. Five of the top 10 teams in the state 
were competing for the right to go on to 
regionals. Cook said.

Four-year competitors, Michelle Child,

Cook felt that two meets within a week of 
each other in the beginning of February were 
Key indicators for the season. At the first 
meet, against Chesterton, the team won with- 
out Swanson who was “a scorer in every 
event,” according to Cook. A week later, the 
Lady Vikes defeated Portage, again without 
Swanson who was recovering from surgery. 

“For us to win those two meets without 
Shannon showed the mental toughness of our 
team,” Cook said. 

Cook felt everyone contributed to their suc- 
cess which was strengthened by the depth. 

“Tlie girls beat teams No. 3 and 4 in the 
state without being our strongest. Our Team 
could have been in the top 10 in the state. 
They scored very high,” Cook said. 

Four state competitors will be back next 
year: juniors Danielle Bishop and Karrie Van 
Rosendale, sophomore two-time state all- 
around champion Angie Cook, and freshman 
Gretchen Pikula.

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F or many students, waiting 
for college feedback is the 
most stressful time of 
their lives. However, eight 
seniors were the recipi- 
ents of an honor that 
decreased some of that pressure. 

Lindsay Brown, James Hanlon, 
Margaret McGough, Sunset Nixon, 
Laura Owens, Emily Pinkerton, 
Keith Porapaiboon, and John Paul 
Puglisi were chosen front seniors 
across the nation as National Merit 
Semifinalists. 

Tlte National Merit Scholarship 
Corporation selected 15,000 stu- 
dents nation wide to l>e part of the 
program. Based on the Prelimi- 
nary Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(PSAT), candidates were ranked 
by taking twice their verbal score 
added to their math score. In 
order to qualify, students scored in 
the top one-half percentile com- 
pared to all other scores across 
America. 

Besides having to score highly 
on the PSAT test, those selected 
also had to submit an application, a 
recommendation, an essay, mul a 
description of their high school 
career. 


Only a small amount of semifi- 
nalists advanced to the finalist 
level, and less than half the finalists 
are ever offered scholarships. 

“The cutoff increases every 
year,” Brown said. “They look at 
your PSAT’s and your SAT’s. 
Sometimes [being chosen] comes 
down to school activities. 

Colleges were very receptive to 
the students who cjualified. 

Others agreed that being semifi- 
nalists helped narrow down col- 
leges when they were offered 
scholarships or monetary gifts. 

“I received a lot of information 
in the mail, and it heljted me find 
the college that was right for me,” 
said Owens, who was offered a full 
ride to Southeast Missouri State 
University. 

While being picked for the 
National Merit Scholarship pro- 
gram decreased some of the finan- 
cial burden of college, it also pro- 
vided recipients with extra confi- 
dence. 

“It’s an honor,” Pinkerton said, 
“and very good for self-esteem.”

To gain more self-esteem, stu- 
dents worked out at several fitness 
centers around Valparaiso. 

“I think it is important to be 
physically fit because I feel healthier 
when I’m running or doing some- 
thing. I feel better about myself and 
it lifts my self-confidence,” sopho- 
more Jenny Ar/.ola said. 

The most convenient workout 
location was the weight center, 
which was located in the VHS field 
house. 

Attractions of the fieldhouse 
were 14 basketball hoops, an 
indoor track, two full-length bas- 
ketball courts, two volleyball 
courts, a state-of-the-art gymnastics 
facility, and four tennis courts. 
Besides free weights and machines, 
the weight room had 1 1 stationary 
bicycles and a stationary cross- 
country skiing machine. 

During the year, approximately 
725 students used the weight room. 


which benefited the athletes as well 
as other students who wanted to 
become physically fit. 

Cost was based on how many 
sports a student competed in. If a 
student was not involved in sports, 
the cost was $30 per school year. 
One-sport athletes paid $20, two- 
sport athletes paid $10, but three- 
sport athletes were not charged for 
use of the facility. 

Students found that the fitness 
center was a place to not only tone 
your body, but also to socialize with 
friends. 

“It (working out) helped keep me 
in shape. It was something fun to do 
that was good for me,” senior cross- 
country runner Angi Vereb said. 

Another place teenager fre- 
quently worked out was the YMCA, 
located downtown on Chicago 
Street. The “Y”, as it was most 
often called, offered not only a 
large free-weight room, but also a 
full line of nautilus equipment. 

Two types of memberships were 
available for high school students. 
A basic membership was $10 a 
year, but each time a student went 
to work out, he had to pay $2. A 
full membership was $102 per 
year, with a $10 initial joiner’s fee. 

The YMCA also offered a variety 
of aerobics classes to help build 


cardiovascular fitness. 

An Olympic-sized pool was added 
primarily for lap or open swim. 

A sauna and whirlpool were 
available to high school students 
and adults. 

Students chose the YMCA for a 
variety of reasons. 

“The ‘Y’ was a good facility to 
work out. The basketball games 
were competitive,” sophomore 
Micah Green said. 

Another alternative. The Gym, 
was primarily a weight training 
facility, but circuit training, a 
sauna, and a whirlpool were also 
available. 

A high school student member- 
ship was $31.50 per month with a 
$50 initial joiner’s fee. 

According to several members, 
they worked out to stay in shape 
and to look and feel better. 

“I don’t see any reason that any 
high school student shouldn’t be 
physically fit,” freshman Rudy 
Lozano said. 

Students used exercise to 
improve their everyday life. 

“I think it’s important to always 
be in shape because it not only 
helps your appearance, but it pre- 
vents health problems and sports 
are a lot of fun,” sophomore Kelley 
Olivotto said.

ach year a new fresh- 
man class enters high 
school full of energy 
and enthusiasm.

tion, custodians made 
m the beginning of 

school in August pos- 
sible. 

During renovation much of the old fur- 
niture from classrooms and offices was 
removed and replaced. 

“Sometimes new and old furniture was 
moved two or three times during construc- 
tion. We were the ones who did all the mov- 
ing,” custodian supervisor Dick Strahm 
said. 

A staff of 2 1 custodians was responsible 
for overseeing the school throughout the 
year. Custodians were also on call for odd 
jobs, such as fixing broken lockers and 


cleaning spills. 

After 25 years as custodian supervisor, 
Strahm retired in January and was succeed- 
ed by Ruth Henderson. 

Henderson’s new duties required her to 
make custodian schedules, assign cleaning 
responsibilities, write reports on the custo- 
dial staff twice a year, to order cleaning 
supplies, schedule special events, mainte- 
nance, and cleaning. 

Custodian Timothy Henderson was 
added to the custodial staff to take care of 
the auditorium and expanded dining area, 
Guidance office, sweeping, and putting the 
security gates up and down before and after 
school at 4:30 each day. 

All custodians were also in part responsi- 
ble for security. Twenty-four hours a day at 
least one custodian was in the building to 
keep the school secure. The custodians not 
only put the new security gates up and 
down, but locked all the doors and opened 
the school for sports and extracurricular 


events. Then they were responsible for the 
cleaning after all events. 

The school was split into different sec- 
tions that each custodian was responsible 
for its cleaning and upkeep. In addition to 
their regular responsibilities, all the custo- 
dians were on call while on the job. Each 
custodian had a beeper so they could be 
paged at anytime by anyone in the school. 

Some people often thought that custodi- 
al work was a menial task. On the contrary, 
the custodians contributed to the quality of 
every day school life. Many sports and spe- 
cial events would not have been possible if 
the custodians were not there to clean and 
to set up. 

“We thought of our job as an important 
one. School would be uncomfortable and 
dirty in a dirty school. We thought our job 
was more than just an eight hour cleaning 
job but as a community alliance,” Strahm 
said.

n the 70’s, a common 
sight in a disco was a 45 
record of “Saturday 
Night Fever” spinning on 
a record player. Now, 
however, teenagers pre- 
fer alternative music and 
a Sony Discman. These 
changes, due to changes 
in taste and technology, 
are comparable to the changes made in the Learn- 
ing Center to accommodate students. 

New equipment included two still-video players, 
which put slide images on video, and a compact disc 
interactive player. The Learning Center was also the 
headquarters for the school-wide Dyna-Com sys- 
tem. 

“Dyna-Com gives teachers access to any of 25 
VCR’s on a given day,” Learning Center director 
Dean Gerber said. 

Newsbank, the index to newspapers and periodi- 
cals, also expanded. It included articles from 400 
newspapers nationwide and had full text available 
on microfilm. 

“It’s really easy to find articles on any subject 
with the periodical news-bank. You just punch in 
your subject, and it shows all the sources, junior 
Jessica Lester said. 

Also, Business Newsbank, which carried infor- 
mation about businesses throughout the U.S., 
showed articles of the user’s subjects on the screen. 

According to Gerber, this made researching eas- 
ier, because students could print articles instead of

using microfilm. 

In addition to this, several new reference books 
were added to the collection to aid students in 
research. 

“We tried to respond to requests from teachers 
and students. Many students began to get more 
interested in subjects like minority groups and non- 
western nations,” Gerber said. 

Everything from encyclopedias of American 
social history and great scientists to books on Asian 
history and black women in America were available 
in the reference section. 

Because of renovation, the library could be 
spread out more, and therefore, more accessible to 
teachers and students. More bookshelves were 
added, reference books on similar subjects could Ik* 
grouped together easily, and all biographical books 
were moved upstairs. 

“The research lab allowed students to do group 
work without any distractions from other people in 
the library to bother them,” media specialist Liz 
Brown said. 

Students also agreed that the renovation was 
helpful to them in terms of working space. 

“The conference room gave us more space to do 
work, especially for Model U.S., and therefore get it 
done faster,” senior Matt Peck said. 

Plans to expand the Learning Center further also 
began. A new, computerized catalog center was set 
up for use in the future. 

“We will have a computer containing every 
author, title, subject and summary of books, videos, 
and audio cassettes cataloged on it next year,” Ger- 
ber said. “This will also 1 m* networked through the 
building so teachers can call us to look up a certain 
book.” 

Although several changes were made to the 
Learning Center to meet students’ needs and grow- 
ing interests, Gerber said, “We’re still not ready. 
It’s an ongoing challenge to keep up with changes in 
education.”

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uin put in girls’ hair, 
students cheating on 
tests, hack talking: 
these were a few of a 
teacher’s worst night- 
mares. For first year 
teachers however, 
these problems were 
multiplied by a lack of 

experience. 

Every new teacher experienced unexpected 
problems no matter how much they had pre- 
pared. Four years of college and student- 
teaching cannot begin to prepare a teacher for 
their first classroom. 

“I had far less discipline problems than I 
expected,” first-year social studies teacher 
Michael Bendicsen said. 

One problem shared by all first-year teach- 
ers was organization. An overwhelming work- 
load forced new instructors to rearrange their 
time schedules. 

“It was difficult at first to organize my life so 
that I could get all my lessons planned and my 
papers graded and still find tune to be myself”, 
first-year English teacher Amy Frohardt- 
Schafer said. 

Extaordinarily difficult circumstances dur- 
ing the first year made all other situations seem 
easy. 


“My first year was much more hectic than I 
imagined. We were changing major portions of 
the curriculum, and I found myself not only 
teaching new classes, but creating course 
objectives and standards for it as well,” four- 
year veteran Kimberlyn Forte, an English 
teacher and Speech Team coach said. 

While the work load was overwhelming, the 
faculty, staff, and students made teaching 
worthwhile. 

“There are many students which I was sorry 
to see walking out my door when the first 
semester ended,” Frohardt-Schafer said. 

Many first-year teachers were recent col- 
lege graduates who are eager to accept any 
position that was available. 

“I started out my first teaching assignment 
teaching 6th graders. I also had recess, lunch 
duty, and was also told to teach P.E.,” English 
teacher Cheryn Drake, a 21-year veteran, 
said. 

The most common advice experienced 
teachers had for new teachers was to stay orga- 
nized and not to close your mind to new ideas. 

“I quickly learned I would/could never stop 
learning— that in order to be a good teacher, I 
had better be an excited, willing student,” 
Drake said.
